| A novel approach to the life of 
the Little Flower is seen in this 
new book presented from the per- 
ive of her father. A man, all 
of whose daughters entered the

author on the whole does Louis Mar- 
tin justice. His integrity, kindness, 
deep faith and loving solicitude 
for his family are portrayed with 
sympathetic understanding. 


Both Louis and Zelie Martin felt 
they had vocations, but were dis- 
suaded from entering the religious 
life. Louis did not marry until he 
was thirty-five. The providential 
design in their marriage was re- 
vealed in the school for sanctity 
which their home became.

CLASS: When people who ate their one 
meal at noon, after working all afternoon, 
found it too difficult to fast until the next 
noon. A small meal, therefore, at which 
no meat was permitted, in the evening, 
was sanctioned. 


Whence is the name “Collation” derived? 
CLASS: It is derived from the Latin 
word for “Conference.” It was customary 


in Religious Houses to hold spiritual Con- 
ferences late in the afternoon. 


When was the breaking of one’s fast in 
the morning made permissible? 


“Collation” or 


CLASS: It started by a special dispensa- 
tion to some countries and has now become 
quite universal. People were permitted to 
take a liquid, such as tea or coffee, and a 
couple of ounces of bread. 


Was not the fast mitigated even mere 
for American Catholics quite retently? 


CLASS: Yes. According to the prudent 
judgment of the Bishops, the new regula- 
tions are followed now in most dioceses. 


What is permi[‘*ted presently? 


CLASS: People may have meat on every 
day in Lent at one meal with the exception 
of Ash Wednesday and Holy Saturday

A couple of weeks ago we print- 
ed in this column a letter from a 
Catholic high school boy about the 
same age as the one mentioned 
above. He pointed out bad homes 
as the principal reason for most of 
our juvenile sins and failings. And 
we think he had a good point too 

Yet we would hke to say that 
there isn't a day goes by that we 
do not get a letter like the one 
above. It's the same pattern—the 
boy hates school, doesnt want to 
stay at home, wants the car all the 
time—and then the clincher, will 
leave home if he can't do what he 
wants to do. All of this has such a 
familiar ring that it would be mon- 
otonous to us if it wasn't so serious 
and fraught with danger. 

We will agree that bad homes 
are at the bottom of many juvenile 


' difficulties. But we also think you
